Exports Increased Seventy Per | 


Cent, in 1915—All Previous 
Records Are Broken 


Washington, Jan, 
exports increased seventy per cent. in 
1915 and reached to.al of $3,056,- 
000,000, breaking all previous records, 

Figures today by the department of 
commerce, shaw that heavs erpor's 
and declining imports together set a 
new American trade balance record at 
$1,772,000,000. Imports ‘were the 
smallest since 1912 

The country's total foreign trade— 
vnorts and imporis—passed the five 
billion dolar mark during the year, 
each month showing heavier exports 
until December reached $359,000,000. 
‘The trade balance of close to two 
Nillion dollars was five times greater 
than tn 1914, when it stopedp at \$324,- 
000,000. 

Exports have grown steadily and 
rapidly for the last four years. The 
Huropean war checked outgoing ship- 

ents only for a brief time. The 
figures show that the war not only cut 
Imports, but changed their character 
as well, Seventy-two per cent, of 
last December's imports were duty 
free, against sixty per cent, free the 
previous Decmber. This is attribut- 
ed to the Rritish bloa*ade, which hue 
gut off highly dutiab'e ‘manufactured 
products trom Central Europe,
